people, eager to test foreign ideas, and 
to make for Egypt a real plnce among 
nations, nud his motives are as nosclfisb 
as hi3 oriental governing* and education 
permit. To another he is verily a despot, 
desirous of strengthening his power, of 
making a dynasty like Napoleon III., of 
getting money for bia personal ambition 
aud his personal pleabuvcs, of develop- 
ing the resources of the country only to 
grasp greater revenues that ho may 
squander them. These lattsr allow him 
no good motive in stopping the slave 
trade or endeavoring to bring Egypt into 
fruitful relations to the rest of the world. 
Some ladies at Wa:ly Halfn this winter 
were complaining that tho traders had 
no good ostrich feathers; that the Khe- 
dive had monopolized the trndo from 
Darfour, and taken all the best quality. 
Suspicion, you see, has planted its 
ihorny root even in the unsuspicious 
iemale mind. 
Old Mohammed Ah, you know, did 


make a sustained effort to change Egypt, 
bv sending abroad youths to be educated, 
especially to learn trades, by the intro- 
duction of factories of various sorts, by 
stimulating 
agriculture, by planting 


trees, ice. But he could not overcome 
the centuries-old inertia oi his people. 
The Khedive to-d-sy (let clone his no- 
tions) is trying the same experiment on 
a larger scale, and with more signs of 
snccesa. He has made a good harbor at 
Alexandria; he has pushed the culture of 
cotton nad of augur; he has built rail- 
roads and canals. He has vastly in- 
creased the productive capacity of the 
Delta by his water-ways. The system 
of irrigation adopted is well worth the 
study of any conntay similarly situated, 
say, portions of OUT western desert. Dur- 
ing the months of low weather there are, 
I am told, 400,000 laborers engaged on 
the canals nnd ditches in the Delta. He 
has largely modernized Cairo, and vastly 
improved its sanitary condition. Ho hns 
the beginning of a navy; he has created 
an army, and has made good progress; 
educating officers for it. The War De- 
partment, with its school for engineers, 
its trailing schools, its primary educa- 
tion of raw *>Jdicrp who have any capa- 
city, Us printing office, etc., is, thanks 
to General Stone, beginning to take-on 
the consistency of organization. He has 
established schooln for both boys and 
girls, whero something is taught besides 
the Koran. And, as one of the greatest 
steps toward the amelioration of the 
state of woman, he has forbidden mar- 
riages under the age of sixteen. I can't
